The funeral services of the late Presi- 
dent Lincoln, took place yesterday at 
Washington. Our dispatches say that 
never beforo in its history has Wash- 
ington presented sofmournful or grand 
ascone, and never boforo has a great 
nation offered such a hoart-felt tribute 
of respect to the memory of a deceased 
ler. The Governors of many of the 
States; with thousands of citizens from 
the leading élties, .ropsired torWash- 
ington, and yore in attendance upon 
the solemn occasion, ‘Tho sermon was 
by Rov. Dr, Gurley, of the old schoo! 
Presbyterian church, who has boon the 
President's Pastor. After the soryices 
the remains were conducted to the 
capitol, whero they will lie in state, in 
the rotunda, until Friday, when in pur- 
suance of the request of Mra. Lincoln, 
they will bo taken to Springfield, Ili- 
nois, for interment. The dispatches as 
to the route to be taken are conflicting 
it is yet uncertain whether they will 
como by Fort Wayne, or go through 
Indianapolis. {t sere well, however, 
to have our meeting this o' 
make all needful arravfagient 
proper reception of the remains if thoy 

should pass on this route.

Andrew Johnson wos born at Raleizh, 
N.C. on the 29th of December, 1808, 
and therefore is afew weeks older thag 
the lato Presidet, who was born Peb- 
roory 1 

Mr. father jost his lifo in 
endoayoring to save that of a friend 
from drowning, when the subject of 
this sketch was but four years of age 
At the age of ten ho was appronticed 
ton tailorin his native city, with whom 
he served seven years” His another was 
unable to aflord him aoy educational 
advantages, ay he never attended 
school a «ey ta bis life, While learn- 
ing his trade, however, ho resolved to 
make an effort to educate himself, He 
was assisted to learn the alphabet by 
the journeymen with yhom he worked. 
Hoapplicd himsolf to books from two 
to threo hours every night, aftr worl- 
ing from ten tu twelve hours at his 
trade.” In tho autunin of 1824 ho went 
to Laurens Court House, 8. C., where 
he worked ns journeyman nearly two 

rs. In May, 1825, he returned to 
Raleigh, whore he procured work, and 
remained till Septomber. Ho then 
went to Greenville, Tennessee, taking 
with him his mother, who was depend- 
ent on him for support. He remained 
thoro twelve months, married, and soon 
afterwards went further westward, but 
returned to Greenville ina short tim 
tnd commenced business, Up to this 
time his education was limited to read- 
ing, as he had never bad an opportunity 
of learning to write or cipher; but un- 
der tho instructione*of bis wife he loarh- 
ed these and other branches. In 1828 


ho waselected Alderman of tho village, 
and was trrico re-elected to the same 
position. In 1830 he was chosen May- 


or, which position ho held for threo 
years. In 1835 he was elected to the 
Legislature, and was again cleoted in 
In 1840 he served'as Presiden- 
tial Elector for the State at large on the 
Democratic ticket, and canyassed the 
Stato, In 1841 ho was elected to the 
State Sonate, In 1848, ho was clected 
to Congress, where, (by successive eleo 
tions, he served until 1853 

During bis Congressional service he 
Was an carnest and active supporter of 
the homestead bill, in which he differed 
with most of his Democratio” friends 
Tu 1863 be was elected Governor of 
Tennessee after an exciting canvass, 
and was re-clected in 1859, After the 
expiration of his second period as Gov- 
ernor, in 1857, he was clected U. S. 
all term ending Mroh 3, 
quently he we appointed 
military Governor of Tenmessce by 
Presideat Lincoln, which position he 
held until his nomination as Vice Prosi 
dent by the Union Convention at Balti- 
mora 

We remember to have been present 
at tho close of the session of 1861, hon 
Jeff, Davis and his associate couspira~ 
tors wore spitting out their treazon on 


tho floor of the Senate. Andrew Jobn. 
son, then o Democratic Senator from 
Tennes as very bitter in his de- 


nunciations, Said ho: “Were I the 
President of the United States, I would 
have you tried for treason, and upon 
conviction, wouid hang you, so help me 
God! We do not think the events of 
the past four years have much changed 
his opinion in reforence to the traitors, 
and wo may fcel assured that they will 
recoive their deserts st his hands, so for 
as he has the power to\deal with them. 

Andrew Johnson's pafriotism and loy- 
alty have boen too emphatically demon- 
strated, since the beginning of this 
war, tobe questioned by any one who 
is himself o loyal man, and his abi 
ties and fidelity ns a public man were 
sufficiently exbibited during bis Con- 
gressional career to dispel’ all doy 
2i"tanche'possesaes the clemenis of a 
statesman, And we believe that those 
who, judging him more from the dis~ 
creditable display he made on tho day 
of his inauguration as Vice President— 
the only reprebensible public act of his 
life thnt we know of—than by his pre- 
vious usefulness and fidelity, aro lear- 
fal that he will prove unworthy of the 
high trast that has now eo unexpected 
ly and under such peculiarly sad. cir- 
cumstances, been imposed upon him, 
will have occasion to dismiss all miss 
giviogs of this kind in a very short 
lime. Andrew Johnson will not, we 
fecl confident, disappoint the expecta~ 
tions of his friends. 


Address of President Johnson to a 
Delegation of Clergymen. 


To an address by a number of cler- 
gymen who called on bim, the Presi- 
dent replied, thanking-them, in the 
mildest terms, for their yery kind men- 
tion of him, and for their tender sup- 
port and encouragement. He spoke 
with feeling of the great personal and 
public worth of bis lamented predeces- 
sor. Assuming the grave responsibili~ 
ies imposed upon him, in obedience to 
the requirements of the Constitution, 
in consequence of this sad dispensa- 
tion of Providence he felt his own in 
vidual insufliciency, and the necessity 
of the kind counsels and co-operation 
ofall friends of their country. This 
aupport, ho should ondeayor to desere 
by shaping his course to. those immuta— 
ble principles of right which underlie 
our Government. 

He aaid he hada sure faith that if be 
adhered to those principles the Als 
mighty would save the nation, He 
believed that tbe nation had a great 
mission to perform; and that God 
would not allow it to perish before its 
work was done. ‘They ‘had alluded to 
the murder of the Inte President and to 
tho attempt upon Mr. Seward’s life in 
just (erms of indignation and horror, 
‘Tho assassination of any man, high or 
low, was a crime of the blackest dye; 
espocially diabolical was it when the 
blow was struck at the loved and hon- 
ored head of agreat nation in the very 
moment of triumph; but this terrible 
crimo was only a portion of the greatest 
of crimes, the attempted assassination 
of a nation ; he believed that the Amor. 
ican people felt it to be so, Troason, 
he said was a crimo and not a mere 
difforonce of political opinions. ‘Tho 
Provident closed by again thanking his 
Visitors for giving him at this hour 
their God speed.
